LAGOON: How the new pool will look 


A NEW lagoon is going to be built in Southend 
as part a £1.25 million investment into the 
seafront to improve tourism in the area. 

The grant is part of a nationwide scheme 
called Coastal Community Funding which 
will see investment into seaside towns 
around the country. 

The lagoon will be 250 feet by 250 feet and 
based at the Three Shells Beach. 
It will have rock edges and provide a body of 
water for people to swim in and use for 
water sports when the tide is out. Project 
partners Stockvale Group have also con¬ 
tributed £100,000 to the project. 


Other projects the money will fund include 
improving facilities at Bell Wharf, in Old 
Leigh, in the hope more boats will visit the 
town. 

The Southend Marine Activity Centre will 
also get new equipment and there will be an 
investment into putting a number of safe 
zone buoys off the coast for kitesurfing and 
other water sports. Grant money will also be 
used to set up a maritime festival celebrating 
Southend's heritage, location and industries. 

Deputy leader of the council, Cllr John 
Lamb, said it was imperative the number of 
visitors out of peak season is increased. 


He said: “This is something we’ve been 
working towards over recent years through 
the events calendar, whilst investing in infra¬ 
structure such as Prittlewell Priory and 
Garon Park Swimming and Diving Centre. 

“The private sector has mirrored this with 
investment resulting in two four star hotels 
in the town. 

“This is an opportunity for Southend to 
attract more staying visitors, especially out 
of season. 

“It is a great achievement and we look for¬ 
ward to seeing increased visitor numbers in 
the coming year.”

VICTORIA Avenue's boarded up 
office blocks are to be redeveloped 
as part of £6m business plan 
announced by deputy prime minis¬ 
ter Nick Clegg on Monday.

AN ex-soldier and his two cats have 
spent almost a year making their way 
around the country's coastline to 
raise money for five different chari¬ 
ties. 

Mark Newman, set off on his jour¬ 
ney last year on Sunday, April 7, 
from Scotland and has covered 6,600 
miles so far. 

Riding his three wheeled mobility 
scooter he has so far managed to 
raise £20,500 for charity. 

The charities he is raising money 
for include Help for Heroes, Royal 
British Legion, SAFA, the Lifeboat 
Service and the benevolent fund for 
his old Army unit the Queen’s 
Dragoon Guards 

The 48-year-old who served in 
Ireland, Cyprus and Germany over a 
seven year period explained it was 
through redundancy he had decided 
to take up the challenge. 

Mr Newman, who comes from 
Swansea, explained he was using a 
mobility scooter as he injured his 
right leg when he was training in the 
army. 

He said: “After the army I used to 
work in a college sorting out the 
website for them. 

“Back in 2010 I was made redun¬ 
dant and someone said to me about 
going around the country on my 
mobility scooter. 

“So I decided to get on with plan¬ 
ning it and now it’s happening, it’s 
better than sitting at home doing 


nothing.” 

Accompanied by his two cats 
Smudge, 10, and Missy two, they all 
sleep in the trailer that he is towing. 

Talking about his cats he said: “I 
had to bring them with me as I 
couldn't afford to put them in a cat¬ 
tery. 

“Anyway, Smudge is just a big 
daddies boy and would have missed 
me too much. 

“I love wildlife so I just bimble 
along and look at the animals.” 

However, he has to be careful to 
keep an eye on how much power he 
is using with the batteries of the 


scooter. 

Speaking about estimating how far 
the scooter could take him he said: 
“It depends on the terrain you are 
going along it ranges between 10 and 
40 miles. 

“I'm going to Basildon tomorrow 
and someone said there's a lot of 
downhill in the journey so I'm hop¬ 
ing to get a good distance in that 
journey. 

“People are good, they let me 
charge up wherever I can, it's just a 
simple plug in and wait between 
three and five hours to charge.” 

In the past year he has only had one 


break from travelling over the 
Christmas period and heading back 
home to Swansea to see his mother 
and two daughters. 

Mr Newton said: “Everyone has 
been amazing and donated a lot of 
money at the weekend I was in 
Southend at the Victoria Shopping 
Centre. 

“Missy was meeting and greeting 
everyone who came along she's very 
playful and people loved her.

Secret gambler 
hanged himself 


A SUPERMARKET worker 
hanged himself in Essex 
woodland after becoming 
addicted to online gambling. 

Mark David Anthony 
Barnes, 36, of Norwich 
Avenue, Southend, was a sin¬ 
gle man who led a secret life 
as a gambler, Essex Coroners 
Court heard on Tuesday. 

A neighbour in Norwich 
Avenue was the last person to 
see Mr Barnes alive on 
December 29, 2013, the court 
heard. His disappearance 
sparked a search by coast¬ 
guards, while police worked 
with his family to discover 
more about his social life. 

Waitrose checkout assistant 
Mr Barnes was found by a 
member of the public on 
January 4 - six days after he 
went missing - hanging from 
a tree in woods off Bullwood 
Approach, Hockley. 

Sitting at County Hall, 
Chelmsford, coroner Caroline 
Beasley-Murray told Mr 
Barnes’ parents: “It appears 
your son had got into gam¬ 
bling to an extent more than 
the family knew. Sure to say 
gambling was a secret life 
that Mark lead.” 

The family confirmed they 
had seen copies of letters Mr 
Barnes had left for his family 
before he hanged himself,

explaining the extent of his 
problems. 

The coroner also told his 
parents: “He took undoubted 
action knowing it could result 
in his death. I hope you can 
look back on the positive high 
moments you have of him.” 

The coroner recorded a con¬ 
clusion of death by hanging. 

The charity Gamble Aware 
said problems associated with 
so-called online gaming were 
on the increase. 

A spokesman said: “The 
Responsible Gambling Trust 
understands that there is 
growing concern about gam¬ 
ing machines and that is why 
we are expanding our 
research programme to ensure 
that policy-makers have 
access to the best possible 
research to inform decisions.

She said: “Over a very 
short period of time staff 
have established themselves 
as a very effective team and 
our high expectations have 
been embraced by everyone 
at the school.” 

Councillor for children and 
learning, James Courtenay, 
said he knew how hard the 
teaching staff worked for the 
achievement. 

He said: “It shows sus¬ 


tained improvement with the 
school going from strength 
to strength. 

“Less than four years ago it 
was judged inadequate but 
with great determination the 
leadership team has signifi¬ 
cantly improved things to 
gain a good rating this time.” 

The ‘good’ rating for 
Eastwood Primary School 
and Nursery closely follows 
similar recent gradings for 
Westborough School, in 
Westcliff, and Hamstel 
Junior School, in Southend.

-ness climate we have to be more 
reactive to the needs of smaller busi¬ 
nesses. 

“If owners of the buildings do not 
want to sell there is always the option 
of compulsory purchasing the sites.” 

It has been estimated the new busi¬ 
ness hub will help more than 1,000 
small businesses in the town and cre¬ 
ate hundreds more jobs.

Stable yards homes 
plan could be illegal

PLANS to build thousands of 
homes on stable yards across 
Castle Point could be illegal. 

Horse owners are bidding to 
mount a legal challenge against 
the Draft Castle Point Local 
Plan, which they say could see 
hundreds of horses either 
moved from the borough or 
destroyed if left homeless. 

The British Horse Society 
appealed to local people to 
raise concerns with planners as 
part of the consultation which 
ends on March 20. 

A spokesman for the society 
said: “The loss of places for 
horse riders [in Castle Point] is 
a concern to the British Horse 
Society as riding is an activity 
which crosses all divides in 
society, and it is important that 
facilities are available for peo¬ 
ple to undertake this activity. 

“Anyone concerned about a 
designation in a local plan needs 
to make representation to their 
council and local councillors.” 

The challenge by horse owners 
- many of whom rent more than 
100 private stables in yards at 
livery farms known locally as 
Cook's, Henry Smith's, Solby 
Wood, all in Dawes Heath Road 
Jotman's, off High Road, 
Benfleet and two sites on 
Canvey - has surprised planners 
who claim they had no knowl¬ 
edge that grazing land and sta¬ 
bles were threatened. 

Legal advice in the 


Government's National Planning 
Policy Framework insists that 
sporting and recreational facili¬ 
ties - even when in private own¬ 
ership - cannot be removed to 
make way for houses. 

Section 73 and 74 of the doc¬ 
ument states: Existing open 
space, sports and recreational 
building and land should not be 
built on unless: 

■ An assessment has been 
undertaken which has clearly 
shown the open space, building 
or land to be surplus to require¬ 
ment. 

■ The loss resulting from the 
proposed development would 
be replaced by equivalent or 
better provision in terms of 
quantity and quality in a suit¬ 
able location. 

The legal challenge was 
revealed after hundreds of peo¬ 
ple attended a public meeting, 
hosted by the Hands off Our 


Greenbelt Group, at Dawes 
Heath Social Hall, Dawes 
Heath Road, on Friday. 

Group chairman David Head 
said: “I know horse owners 
believe this is a sound planning 
reason for objecting to the 
development of our greenbelt 
and I support that. 

“I would encourage as many 
people as possible to make their 
feelings known to the planning 
authority.” 

Castle Point Council said it 
had no knowledge of stable 
yards being lost and the subse¬ 
quent need for horses to be re¬ 
located or destroyed. 

The spokesman stressed that 
the consultation process was 
designed to identify any such 
problems and insisted all legit¬ 
imate issues raised in the 
National Planning Policy 
Framework would be 
addressed.

AN HISTORIC painting has been restored to its 
former glory - and is back in pride of place in a 
Rayleigh church. 

The Royal Coat of Arms, honouring Queen 
Anne and dating back to the early 1700s, has 
been hanging under the tower in Holy Trinity 
Church for almost 300 years. 

It has the letters AR at the top for Anne 
Regina. 

Mike Davies chairs heritage group Rayleigh 
Through The Looking Glass, which was behind 
the restoration. 

He said: “In years gone by, whenever a new 
monarch came to the throne and adopted new 


Royal Arms, communities would commission 
paintings of them - usually by local artists to 
hang in the parish church - to show their loyalty 
to the new king or queen. 

“Our picture had been sadly neglected and was 
so covered with grime it was almost impossible to 
make out what was on it. Now, however, it is in 
pristine condition and ready to be admired. It is 
a valuable addition to Rayleigh’s heritage.” 

The painting measures 5ft lOin by 5ft 3in and 
is high up on the wall. Mike added: “It has to be 
way up there. 

“It is way up because that is the only wall with 
a large enough space to take it.” 


We’re back 
in business 


SAVED Deanes School is now able to accept new 
pupils in the next school year after it was put back 
on the list of available choices. 

The Thundersley school is ready to take up to 
120 Year 7 pupils from September. This comes 
after the schools adjudicator overturned an Essex 
County Council decision to close Deanes down. 

Parents were already phoning the Dawes Heath 
Road school on Monday to see if their children 
could start in the new school year. 

Deputy head Desi McKeown said: “Office staff 
tell me they have been taking calls all day from par¬ 
ents.” 

Essex Council had knocked the school off the list 
of secondary education options for the coming aca¬ 
demic year last December, after it decided to shut 
Deanes in 2016. 

But now that the plan has been reversed by the 
adjudicator, Deanes is open to pupils again. 

Mr McKeown said: “We’ve had numerous 
requests for places after parents had been notified 
by Essex County Council which schools their chil¬ 
dren had been allocated. 

“We have not been a choice, so now parents want 
to know if their children can still join Deanes - and 
the answer is ‘yes’. 

“Parents can change the school they have been 
given and opt to come to Deanes if they wish. They 
simply contact their local education authority - 
Essex or Southend - and say they are not happy 
with the choice they have been given and want to 
change to The Deanes.”- 

He explained how 
Deanes was removed 
from the list of options: 

“We were on the origi¬ 
nal list which went out 
to parents, then the 
county council with¬ 
drew our name. 

“They wrote to all 
parents removing this 
school from the choic¬ 
es and took it off the 
internet, too.

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Anti-truancy team success

AN ANTI-TRUANCY scheme is 
saving parents from being fined 
with only three £60 penalties issued 
so far this year. 

Southend Council’s child and fam¬ 
ily early intervention team has seen 
school attendance figures rise in the 
borough, say officers. And the num¬ 
ber of schools with ‘persistent 
absence’ in the past two years has 
gone down, the council reports. 

With only three fines for school 
absence so far in 2014, the team is 
hopeful for a big improvement on

Only three £60 fines issued for 
non-attendance so far in 2014 


2013, when 51 were issued in total. 

The scheme has school attendance 
officers working with family sup¬ 
port staff - liaising closely with 
schools and families. 

Team members use ‘an integrated 
approach with targeted interven¬ 
tions to improve school attendance’, 
the council says. 

The service also works with fami¬ 
lies to provide support including 
‘help to build the capacity of parents 
and carers and negotiate agreed sup¬ 
port plans for the child, family and 
school’, it was explained. 

The council says that early inter¬ 
vention support is helping children 
and young people ‘maximise their 


school time and cuts down the need 
to escalate problems to higher levels 
or impose penalties’. 

Now penalty notices are only 
being issued ‘in exceptional circum¬ 
stances where no other support is 
effective’, officers explained. 

Councillor for children and learn¬ 
ing James Courtenay said it is vital 
children and young people are 
‘given every opportunity and 
encouragement to make the most of 
each day at school’. He said of the 
scheme: “This is an excellent atten¬ 
dance initiative. It demonstrates the 
huge value of close partnership 
working and is making a real differ¬ 
ence to children and families. 


“It means the problems associated 
with unauthorised absences from 
school are addressed jointly at a 
much earlier stage and with a wider 
range of help, so challenging behav¬ 
iour or attitudes can be tackled 
before they develop into much 
deeper issues.” 

Darren Woollard, headteacher of 
Blenheim Primary School in Leigh, 
said he had improved attendance 
using the scheme. 

He said: “We have a dedicated 
attendance officer who regularly 
meets with families and works with 
the council’s child and family early 
intervention team. 

“We also promote good atten¬ 
dance using weekly rewards for 
individuals and whole classes. 

“This has enabled us to not only 
reward good attendance, but created 
a culture of discussing attendance 
and why it is so important.”

Pregnancy 
among teens 
decreasing 

TEENAGE pregnancy rates in Southend 
have been dropping, according to Office 
for National Statistics figures. 

Pregnancies have decreased by 12.64 
per cent among 15 to 17 year olds - from 
34.8 per thousand pregnancies in 2011, to 
30.4 per thousand in 2012. 

In 1998 it was 56.4 per thousand. 

Councillor for children and learning 
James Courtenay said: “This is really 
good news for young people in Southend 
and builds upon the work undertaken in 
the last 15 years. Pregnancy among 
Southend’s young women has fallen by 
46 percent since 1998. 

“We know that pregnancy and having a 
baby at such a young age can present 
particular challenges and poorer health 
outcomes for both mother and baby. 

“So it is vital this downward trend 
continues. Some young parents will, of 
course, need additional support, so the 
family nurse partnership and BUMPs 
programmes are in place to provide 
targeted help for those most at risk and 
to raise their aspirations. 

“Young people in Southend also have 
easy access to contraceptive and sexual 
health services providing them with up to 
date information and advice. 

“The council believes that action taken 
now to prevent and reduce teenage 
pregnancies locally, will improve and 
enhance the life chances of our young 
parents and young people.”

Hero pilots’ 
memorials to 
be restored 


MEMORIALS to two First 
World War flying heroes are to 
be restored by heritage buffs. 

After the two pilots were 
killed after colliding and com¬ 
ing down in a Rayleigh field in 
1918, the landowner erected 
two monuments. Now there are 
plans to bring them back to 
their former glory. 

A group of volunteers, led by 
Rayleigh Through the Looking 
Glass (RTLG), will take on the 
project. It will probably not be 
finished on time for this year’s 
100th commemoration of the 
start of the Great War, but will 
be ready for a re-dedication 
service a century on from their 
deaths in 1918. 

Mike Davies, who chairs 
RTLG, said: “Attempts have 
been made to restore these 
monuments over the years, but 
there really are in need of 
attention now, and we are 
looking forward to working 
on them.” 

On the night of March 7 
1918 - the first German moon¬ 
less night air raid on London - 
the two pilots, Captain 
Alexander Kynoch and 
Captain Henry Stroud, were 
sent to intercept the raider. 

One took off from Stow 
Maris and the other from 
Rochford. They were probably 
navigating by the Southend to 



London rail line as there was 
no radar or radio then. The only 
aid they would have had in 
their single seater planes were 
maps and torches. 

Unknown to each other they 
arrived by the railway line over 
Fanton Hall Farm, now 
Dollymans Farm, at the same 
time and height, collided and 


crashed to the ground. The 
landowner, Mr W W Wilson, 
immediately erected two 
memorials with propeller 
blades, and entered a clause 
into his property deeds that 
these two parcels of land could 
never be sold. And that is still 
the case today. 

“Our group is setting up a 
team, which includes John 
Laurence Captain Kynoch’s 
nephew as well as 1476 ATC 
Squadron, Sweyne Park 
School’s history hunters club, 
Stow Maries Aerodrome and 
Essex Military Support 
Association for the project. We 
will be applying to the 
Heritage Lottery Fund First 
World War Grants scheme for 
part funding.

MPs must 
halt badger 
cull rollout 

On Thursday March 13 
Members of Parliament will 
debate a motion urging the 
Government to halt plans to 
license the culling of badgers. 

A leaked document to the BBC 
by the Government’s 
Independent Expert Panel (IEP) 
has now concluded that the 
government’s badger culls 
failed on all counts. The report 
showed that in addition to dra¬ 
matically failing to reach kill 
targets, the pilot culls also 
failed to reach their own 
humaneness criteria. 

During the pilot culls last 
autumn, a third of the shooting 
incidents observed by Natural 
England’s monitors saw bad¬ 
gers shot in breach of the cull 
guidelines. In some cases, a 
second shot was needed to 
finally kill those wounded. 
These animals will have suf¬ 
fered significantly. 

It is very disturbing to consid¬ 
er that if the Government’s bad¬ 
ger cull policy is fully rolled 
out, up to 130,000 badgers 
could be shot over the coming 
years. Culling could begin in 10 
new areas of England this year 
alone. 


We have seen, time and time 
again, statements made by 
Defra minister Owen Paterson 
and many Tory MPs (including 
Romford’s Andrew Rosindell) 
that badger culling in the 
Republic of Ireland reduced TB 
in cattle. This is completely 
untrue and is yet another delib¬ 
erate attempt to deceive the 
public and the media. This 
well-worn lie has even been 
recognised now by the BBC 
and, in this respect, and in a 
ground-breaking decision, they 
have accepted it was wrong to 
state that badger culling in the 
Republic of Ireland had 
reduced incidences of TB in 
cattle as there is no conclusive 
evidence to show that culling 
badgers in Ireland has been cat¬ 
egorically responsible for any 
decline of TB in Ireland. The 
likes of Owen Paterson contin¬ 
ue to spin out these fabrications 
to suit his own political agenda 
and because he has been 
allowed to get away with it. We 
have seen him recently on 
Channel 4 News spouting the 
same old rhetoric, along with 
farming pro-hunt/pro-cull bud¬ 
dies such as Neil Parish. 
However, under the BBC edito¬ 
rial ruling Mr Paterson and oth¬ 
ers would no longer be able to 
make such false allegations. 
Let’s hope all TV Channels fol¬ 


low the BBC’s lead. 

The Conservative Party 
seems hell-bent on continuing 
with these cruel and unwork¬ 
able culls, which was backed 
up by the Lib Dems. Labour 
and The Green Party would 
abolish them and vaccinate and 
where, do I hear you shout, 
does UKIP stand? Well, don’t 
be fooled by that grinning, affa¬ 
ble face. Mr Farage and his 
party wholeheartedly support 
culling badgers and also sup¬ 
port fox hunting, stating that it 
should be left to people’s con¬ 
sciences.

Are Dart 
Tag days 
numbered? 

While it is good news that the 
toll booths at the Dartford 
Crossing will be removed in 
October this year, the bad news 
is that the standard toll will 
increase by an inflation busting 
25 per cent to £2.50.

Need For Speed (12A, 130 mins) 


I NSPIRED by a series of video 
games in which players get 
behind the wheel of souped-up 
motors, Need For Speed acceler¬ 
ates smoothly into the slipstream of 
The Fast And The Furious and its 
high-octane pretenders. 

Director Scott Waugh puts the 
pedal to the metal from the turbo¬ 
charged opening which establishes 
a rivalry between the cash-strapped 
protagonist (Aaron Paul) and his 
cocksure rival (Dominic Cooper) that 
drives the narrative to its predictably 
tragic resolution. 

There are few surprises in George 
Gatins's simplistic and linear script 
that casually revs its engine before 
delivering a high-speed finale that 
determines once and for all, who is 
king of the winding highways. 

Aaron Paul attempts to jumpstart 
his big screen career off the back of 
the TV series Breaking Bad and he 
is extremely likable in a woefully 
malnourished role. 

His deep, growling voice cuts 
through the squealing brakes and 
crashes of passing motorists, who 
are in the wrong place at the wrong 
time. 

Cooper is far less impressive as 
the slippery antagonist, whose 
greed, recklessness and overinflated 
ego bring about his downfall. He is 
insipid and not remotely menacing. 

British rising star Imogen Poots 
continues her ascent with a spirited 
and eye-catching supporting perfor¬ 
mance as a ballsy car broker, who 
proves she's much more than a 
pretty face. 

The story centres on car mechanic 
Tobey Marshall (Paul), who runs his 
father's garage but is struggling to 
make ends meet so he relies on 
prize money from illegal street races. 

Aided by his team comprising 
Benny (Kid Cudi), Joe (Ramon 
Rodriguez), Finn (Rami Malek) and 
Little Pete (Harrison Gilbertson),

Tobey is king of the road until a race 
against Dino Brewster (Cooper) 
ends in an inferno. 

Tobey is arrested and sentenced 
to time behind bars for a crime he 
did not commit while Dino walks 
away untarnished by suspicion. 

Two years later, Tobey is released 
and he swears revenge against Dino 
by competing against his nemesis in 
a legendary race organised by the 
enigmatic Monarch (Michael Keaton). 

However, Tobey doesn't have a 
car so he borrows a turbo-charged 
vehicle and agrees to take car deal¬ 
er Julia Maddon (Imogen Poots) in 
the passenger seat as insurance. 
Sparks of sexual attraction fly 
between Tobey and Julia, compli¬ 
cating his relationship with old flame 
Anita (Dakota Johnson). 

Need For Speed is neither as 
deliriously fast nor furious as the 
films it hopes to emulate. 

Director Waugh choreographs

some slick set pieces including pur¬ 
suits around city streets and a dare¬ 
devil airborne escape. However, 
under the bonnet, the picture lacks 
depth and characterisation, and the 
final 15 minutes feel like an anticli¬ 
max. 

Thankfully spirited performances 
from Paul and Poots compel us to 
buckle up for the bumpy if pre¬ 
dictable and familiar ride.

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W HILE up to 60 per cent of 
Essex's coastal marshes 
have been eroded by the 
sea in the last 20 years, one pro¬ 
ject has been busy putting some 
of them back. 

When Essex Wildlife Trust bought 
Abbotts Hall Farm in Great 
Wigborough, Colchester, in 1999, 
its vision was not just to use the 
working farm as its headquarters, 
but also to work with the 
Environment Agency to try and re¬ 
grow new coastal marshes on the 
Essex coast. 

The 700 acre farm, which links 
together more than 3,000 acres of 
wildlife rich land along a 25km 
stretch of Essex coast, is situated 
on the Blackwater Estuary, an 
internationally important area for 
wildlife. As marshes are interna¬ 
tionally important for wildlife and 
thousands of migrating birds flock 
to the Essex Coast, work at 
Abbotts Hall Farm was vital for 
their future. 

After counter walls were con¬ 
structed at each end of Abbotts 
Hall, to ensure neighbouring land 
was not flooded, five breaches 
were installed and the first big tide 
in November 2002 flooded about 
120 acres of the farm. 

Other changes that have been 


made over the years include the 
restoration and creation of 
hedgerows and ponds, and the 
planting of woodland and crops 
that support more wildlife. 

Today, Abbotts Hall is an interna¬ 
tionally important site that demon¬ 
strates what can be achieved and 
it provides important information 
for the planning of similar projects 
across the country. 

While the site may be a working 
farm there are many footpaths for 
visitors to enjoy from the car park 
next to the trust's headquarters, 
housed in a Grade II listed build¬ 
ing. While the building is inaccessi¬ 
ble to visitors you can still take in 
its full glory from the visitor's car 
park at the front and by wandering 
around its gardens at the back, 
which are carefully tended by vol¬ 
unteers. While parts of the house 
you see today date back to 1780, 
the oldest part of the house is 
actually its foundation which date 
back to the Domesday Survey of 
1086 when the then Abbess Hall 
of Wicgheberga was held by 
Barking Abbey until the dissolution 


of the monasteries in 1539. 

There are several other places 
during a walk at Abbotts Hall Farm 
where you can get an idea of the 
history of the site including the 
slightly raised area of the Great 
Wigborough Henge which is reput¬ 
ed to be the site of a wooden 
henge or round house, and the 
eight Red Hills that indicate Iron 
Age and Roman salt production. 

Several footpaths run through the 
arable farm and down to the 
coastal strip but, as it is a working 
farm, which ones are accessible 
on any particular day depends on 
farming operations. 

All of the routes have interpreta¬ 
tion boards along the way, which 
give information on what you see 
around you and recent wildlife 
sightings, and once you reach the 
coastal strip you can see for your¬ 
self the trust's success in recreat¬ 
ing marshes and encouraging 
coastal wildlife. 

Along the strip you will also find 
several coastal bird watching hides 
and further interpretation about the 
recreation of the coastal marsh 



which has attracted up to 18 dif¬ 
ferent species of wader as well as 
little egret, goosander, little grebe 
and shelduck. But it isn't just birds 
that are attracted to the site as the 
new marshes have also attracted 
large numbers of young bass and 
herring and 14 other types of fish 
that feeding in its creeks. 

As well as being a great place to 


explore in your own time, Abbotts 
Hall Farm also offers a programme 
of events throughout the year. Up- 
and-coming events include pinhole 
photography for families on April 
11, a family night patrol on April 25 
and a family wild foods on May 17.

Q. With the Budget just a couple of weeks 
away, what would you like to see the 
Chancellor do to help the property market? 

A. As always with any efforts aimed at boosting 
the property market, the problem is finding a way 
of doing so without fuelling a new housing bubble. 

Already widespread concerns have been expressed about this. Although there are 
obviously regional variations, the market seems to be recovering reasonably well at the 
moment, so I for one wouldn’t be in a hurry to see any big new stimulus introduced. 

The one real exception is the issue of Stamp Duty, which most people agree is long 
overdue for a major re-think. 

Stamp Duty is, of course, one of the most significant costs associated with buying and 
selling property. Unlike agency fees, however, which are generally paid by the seller, 
Stamp Duty is paid by the buyer. Precisely why the person who has just forked out 
hundreds of thousands of pounds to purchase something - as opposed to the seller, 
who has presumably just made a tidy profit on the transaction — should also be obliged 
to pay thousands more to the Government, is just one of the more bizarre aspects of a 
tax that is deeply unfair in its workings. 

Stamp Duty is levied at different rates, based on the value of the property concerned. 
There are two major problems with this. The first is that the thresholds haven’t by and 
large been reviewed since the mid 1990s, and are now grotesquely out of line with 
today’s property values. The second is that you pay the higher rate on the full purchase 
price - not just on the excess. 

The market distortion that this causes is a very real concern. It results in large clusters 
of properties priced just below the next highest threshold, and none just above. 
Inevitably, it also helps encourage considerably higher asking prices for properties that 
just tip the scales into a higher bracket. You daren’t ask £255,000 for your house, 
because Stamp Duty triples for anything above £250,000 - so instead you ask 
£275,000! 

Whether the Government is minded to listen to the industry and public on this is sadly, 
another matter. After all, Stamp Duty is its current form is a huge earner for the 
Exchequer. 

But we can hope!

I have just recently completed and bought a 4 bedroom house in my town as a Buy to Let 
investment. But I am unsure whether to let it as a family home or transform it into a student house. 
The property is in need of some repair and renovation, so either is possible. I just need some 
ideas, as I weigh up the pros and cons.

You’ll need to choose 
your tenants carefully and whilst many students are as good as gold, others will be trouble. But 
that’s true of most tenants.

Morecambe 2 Southend United 1 
Sky Bet League Two 
By Rowland Lyons 
at the Globe Arena 

SOUTHEND remain in a play-off 
spot, despite their winless run 
extending to ten games on Saturday. 

Ryan Leonard’s first-half opener 
was cancelled out by strikes from 
Kevin Ellison and sub, Jack Red- 
shaw, to leave winger, Kevan Hurst, 
saying: ‘I apologise to the fans for 
travelling up to see that - it’s a dis¬ 
appointing result and performance’. 

In a match of two contrasting 
halves, the Shrimpers’ positive start 
paid off when Corr’s defence-split¬ 
ting pass found Coker, who put in 
Hurst, whose delightful cross found 
the head of the diving Leonard, who 
headed past Barry Roche from six 
yards. 

The Blues then dominated, with 
Hurst himself twice going close - 
most notably on 24 minutes when on 
cutting in, was disappointed to see a 
left-foot curler go over Roche’s goal 
frame.

The home side could and should 
have made the points safe with Elli¬ 
son again going close, before Bent¬ 
ley flapped at a flag-kick, but 
Shrimps’ skipper, Mark Hughes, 
could only find the side-netting. 

The Blues then pummeled the 
Morecambe back line in a desperate 
attempt to level, but Clifford blazed 
over and Corr could only direct his 
stoppage time header over the bar. 

Brown added: “First-half perfor¬ 
mance - I thought we deserved 
something - but second-half we

were beaten by a little bit of ‘nous’. 
Morecambe’s experience came out in 
the second-half - attacking towards 
their fans - and turned us on a regu¬ 
lar basis. Our back four was facing 
their own goal for the majority of the 
second-half. If that’s what it takes to 
win a game of football, at this level, 
then we have to learn. 

“Instead of playing pretty football, 
we have to learn. The pitch wasn’t 
conducive to playing good football, 
wasn’t the right way to play. I have 
had strong words. We didn’t deserve 
anything from the game. We had 
chances at the end, but they had 
chances at the beginning of the sec¬ 
ond-half. 

“Our goal was a good goal, then we 


had two or three good opportunities. 
But, the goal we conceded was farci¬ 
cal. It’s unacceptable. We might have 
had one or two young lads out there, 
but they have got to learn quickly.” 

Brown concluded: “At one-one, the 
game could have gone any way. But, 
at the start of the second they played 
the conditions better than we did.” 

Blue’s top scorer Hurst - who has 
just signed a two-year contract 
extension - admitted: “The second- 
half performance was no where near 
what it needs to be if we are to call 
ourselves a promotion-contending 
team. It’s just not good enough. 

“The goals we conceded were just 
not acceptable. Obviously, we had to 
work for our goal, but they didn’t 
have to do so for theirs. The first 
goal is a bad mistake and the second 
is from our set-piece.
